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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the Group I invention, claims 1-6 in the reply 
filed on 4/25/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the fields of 
search for the Group I and Group II inventions are clearly and necessarily co-extensive. 
This is not found persuasive because of the followings: 

With regard to applicants' allegation that the fields of search for the Group I 
and Group II inventions are clearly and necessarily co-extensive. This is found 
unconvincing because the issues of product and method of use claims are divergent. 
There may be some overlap in the searches of the two groups, but there is no reason to 
believe that the searches would be identical. Furthermore, the examination of the 
process claims is based on different criteria from that of the product claims, hence the 
examination of the two groups is not co-extensive. Therefore, based on the additional 
work involved in searching and examination of the two distinct inventions together that 
would present serious burden to the examiner, restriction of distinct invention is clearly 
proper. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fiedler (US 
3,996,048). 

Fiedler discloses the claimed method comprising: placing a thin wall tube, which has 
been filled with ceramic and shaped to a desired form, in a mold, filling the mold with metal 
powder, hot isostatic pressing to consolidate the powder and simultaneously produce a 
diffusion bond between thin wall tube and the consolidated metal powder, and removing the 
ceramic core, col. 2, lines 4-32. The thin wall tube having ceramic therein reads on the 
claimed core having a coating thereon. 

4. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. There is no teaching in the prior art or there is 
any suggestion or motivation to utilize core having more than one layer to form multiple 
inner coatings of hollow structure as claimed by the applicants.
